ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


By direction of the Imperial Potentate, the attention of the 
members is hereby called to the Article of the Code of the Imperial 


Council, governing the Election of Officers in Subordinate Temples. 


ARTICLE XV 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


“Every Temple shall annually elect officers and its repre- 
sentative or representatives to the Imperial Council by ballot, and 
by a majority vote, at astated session to be held in December, and 
the installation of officers shall take place immediately or at its first 
succeeding session. The use of a blanket ballot for the election of 
officers and representatives is prohibited.” 

And your attention is also directed to the right of each indi- 
vidual member to make nominations for office, and to the construction 
placed upon the foregoing provision of the Imperial Council, to wit : 
that the nominations and ballots for each office must be proceeded 
with separately, the election for one office being completed and the 


result announced before the nominations and election for another 


are entered upon.
